Document 1 describes a method for the manufacture of a luminescent material by using an 
aqueous solvent comprising an organic precursor (equivalent to "aluminum alcoholate") that will 
become an aluminum source such as aluminum isopropoxide, a manganese source such as manganese 
nitrate, and an alkaline earth metal source, adding an acid such as hydrochloric acid, producing an 
acidic state, forming a gel, thermally decomposing the gel at a temperature of about 1000°C in the 
atoosphere (equivalent to "pre-firing"), and then conducting thermal decomposition at a temperature 
of about 1200 C in a reducing atmosphere (equivalent to "main firing"); document 1 also suggests that 
this luminescent material be used in PDP or the like.
